Nelson A. Rockefeller are | 
being consulted in efforts to 
work out a platform acceptable | 
to both of them, Senator Thrus- 
ton B. Morton of Kentucky, Re- 
publican national committee 
chairman, said today. 

The New York Governor has 
been at odds with Nixon and the 
Eisenhower Administration on a 
number of points. | 

Morton suggested that if agree- 
ment is reached it might help to | 
make possible a .Nixon-Rocke- 
feller ticket. He admitted this 
was only a possibility since 
Rockefeller has said repeatedly 
he is not interested in second 
place, | 

As for the race for the vice 
presidency, Morton « remarked: | 
“It usually gets down to just one 
name, and I assume that will 
be the case here.” 

Three names “probably” will 
be put before the convention next 
week for the presidential nomi- 


nation, Morton said. 


Possible Nominees. 

He identified the three as Nix- 
on, Senator Barry Goldwater of 
Arizona and Rockefeller. 

Asked at a press conference 
how many presidential candi- 
dates he expected to be put for. 
nomination, Morton said, ‘‘either 
one or three.”” Then he added, 
‘probably three.’ 

The size of the field apparent- | 
ly depends in large measure on | 
what Rockefeller does. Gold-| 
water has said that if Rocke-| 
feller’s name is placed before | 
the convention, he too might | 
make a bid for the nomination. 

The Republican chairman said | 
it was too early to assess the 
impact the Democrats’ selection 
of Senator Lyndon B. Johnson of 
Texas will have on Republican 
efforts to make inroads in the 
South in the November election. 

“His presence on the ticket 
obviously makes our problem 
more difficult in Texas,” he ob- | 
served. |

CIVIL AIRCRAFT FLEET

TOTAL OF 70,747 PLANES 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (AP). 
HE Federal Aviation 
Agency said yesterday the 
nation’s civil air fleet has 

increased to a new high total 

of more than 70,000 aircraft. 

The total last Jah. 1 was 
70,747, compared with the pre- 
vious record, one year earli- 
er, of 69,718. | 

Alaska led all other states 
in the number of active civil | 
aircraft per capita, 63.2 air- 
craft for every 10,000 per- 
sons. California was far in 
| the lead in total numbers of 
| aircraft, with 8761. Texas was 
| second with 6187; followed by 
Illinois with 3791, New York 
with 3334 and Ohio, 3109. 
These five states accounted for 
35 per cent of the national 
total. No figure was given for 
Missouri. 

The aircraft included 2020 
in airline service. In general

‘Tribunal Refuses to Bar 
- Teamster Head’s 
Trial on Florida 
Fund Charge. 


| WASHINGTON. July 21 (UPD 


—The United States Court of Ap- 


| peals here ruled in effect today 


that Teamster president James 
R. Hoffa cannot be ousted except 
by the union’s membership in a 


' regular election. 


A three-judge division of the 
court said that a consent decree 
'—under which the Teamster 
‘leadership and a rebel rank-and- 
file group agreed to work through 
United States district court and 
a board of monitors to clean up 
‘the union—does not give the 
‘court power to remove officers. 

The court also cited federal 
‘labor laws which guarantee to 
/unions the right to choose their 
own officers. 

Hoffa had asked the appeals 
court to prohibit the district 
court from hearing charges that 
he improperly used $500,000 in 
union funds as collateral to back 
the Sun Valley real estate devel- 
opment in Florida. The money, 
deposited in an Orlando (Fla.) 
bank, did not. bear interest. 


Hoffa Plea Denied. 

Although denying Hoffa’s re- 
quest and removing the last ap- 
parent roadblock to his district 
court trial, the appeals, court said 
it did not necessarily disagree 
with some of Hoffa’s arguments. 
It left the door open for him to 
appeal from the result of the 
trial later if he wishes. 


Hoffa’s ouster was the main 
objective of two members of the 
court-appointed three-man board 
of monitors. They had contended 
that District Judge F. Dickinson 
Letts had power to remove 


Hoffa from office if they brought | 


and proved charges that he mis- 
used union funds in connection 
with a Florida real estate trans- 
action. 

A hearing on those charges 
was scheduled but Hoffa took 
legal action to prevent it from 
being held. 

The appeals court said today 
the hearing could be held, but it 
sharply limited what’ could be 
accomplished. It ruling appeared 
to be a setback for the monitors, 
who assert that the 1,600,000- 
member Teamsters union can be 
cleaned up and restored to self- 
supervision only by removing 
Hoffa. : 

Pressing this viewpoint the 
hardest was the board’s chair- 
man, Martin F. O’Donoghue, 
who resigned last week, O’Dono- 
ghue said in his resignation let- 
ter that, while some improve- 
ments have been made in the 
‘union, it still was far from be- 
ing corruption-free. He said le- 
gal actions by Hoffa and his 
lieutenants were delaying prog- 
ress. 

Court Favors Convention. 

The appeals court agreed with 
the contention of Hoffa and oth- 
ers that it was important to work 
for an early convention and elec- 
tion. It said that a new conven- 
tion and election did not have 
to await compliance with all the 
obligations in the consent. de- 
cree. 

The court noted that there had 
been substantial progress toward 
settling differences in recent 
weeks, 

“We believe that the time is 
ripe for all parties...to consult 
in an earnest effort to reach an 
agreed disposition’ especially in- 
volving preparation of the way 
for a new convention and elec- 
tion, the appeals court said. 

The court said it could not de- 
cide on the fact that a conven- 
tion should be: held now, but in- 
dicated it might take part, per- 
haps with the aid of a master, in

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Adolf Berle Urges OAS to Bar 


Arms Shipments to Countries 


In Western Hemisphere 


Childs Quotes Expert on Latin 
America as Saying That Reds Who 
Have Foothold in Cuba Now Set 
Their Sights on Venezuela.

NEW YORK, July 21. 


THE ORGANIZATION OF AMERICAN STATES should adopt 
a declaration, which it would be prepared to enforce, that the 


shipment of arms or armed men 


from one country to another is a 


violation of the peace of the hemisphere. 

This is the opinion of Adolf A. Berle Jr., one of the foremost 
authorities on Latin America who served from 1938 to 1944 as 
assistant Secretary of State for Latin American affairs. Later he 


was ambassador to Brazil and, 


through frequent visits, he has 


kept in closest touch with developments south of the border. 


“Cuba has already obtained 
$15,000,000 in arms from Europe 
and more are coming from 
Czechoslovakia,’’ Berle said in 
an interview with the Post-Dis- 
patch. “I realize that it is ex- 
tremely difficult to enforce an 
arms embargo but this should be 
the first move of the OAS as the 
foreign ministers prepare to 
meet.” 


From the confidential reports 
reaching him, Berle believes that 
the goal of the Communist group 
that has established a bridge- 
head in Cuba, using Fidel Castro 
as pawn, is not the Dominican 
Republic but Venezuela. In Vene- 
zuela a liberal,, Romulo Betan- 
court, replaced the dictator, 
Perez Jiminez. 


RECENTLY an attempt was 
made to assassinate Betancourt 
which he said was engineered 
from the Dominican Republic, 
where the aging dictator, Rafael 
Trujillo, fears his power is 
threatened. The Venezuelan 
president narrowly escaped with 
his life as two of his aids were 
killed by a bomb. ' 

“It is quite possible,” Berle 
said, ‘‘that the Communist oper- 
atives in Cuba have an under- 
standing with the Dominican 
dictatorship. They are quite cap- 
able of working together. What 
the Communists see above every- 
thing else is a foothold on the~ 
mainland.” 


Guatemala, in Berle’s view, is 
another peril point. He believes 
that Czech arms are being smug- 
gled into Guatemala in an effort 
to overthrow the government 
that replaced one dominated by 
Communists. The United States 
played an imyortant part in up- 
setting that government, 

“Any arms embargo must be 
enforced by all of the American 
states. It should express their 
common desire to limit arms 
and armed forces to the level 
essential to maintain internal 
order. We t.ave put far too much 
emphasis on supplying arms aid 
to Latin American countries. 

“This has often meant that we 
have seemed to put in the hands 
of dictators such as Fulgencio 
Batista in Cuba the means to 
perpetuate their powers. With 
arms supplied by the United 
States they have had the power 
to thwart an orderly change of 
government by popular will.” 


ANOTHER danger point, ac- 
cording to Berle, who admits his 
alarm over recent developments, 
is Haiti. There a weak and cor- 
rupt government, Communist in- 
filtration and desperate poverty, 
along with a population explosion 
and a leaning toward Castro, 
have created a situation which 
could mean a second Communist 
foothold in the Caribbean, in the 
near future. The alternative 
would be a landing by the Ma- 
rines to protect American lives, 
and there has long been reason 
to believe that this kind of in- 
tervention — an American Hun- 
gary as Communist leaders have 
privately put it—is the prime 
Communist objective. 

‘‘What we have been seeing is 
the bankruptcy of the old diplo- 
macy,” he said, “It is the diplo- 
macy that does not go beneath 
the surface. What lies beneath 
the surface is no concern of ours. 


“This means that we have for- | 


mal relations with a government 
‘regardless of the nature of the 
government or how nearly repre- 
sentative it may be. The first 
necessity is to have formal rela- 
tions with a government and per- 
manent relations with the peo- 
ple of the country. 


*‘Where the two are the same, 
then all is well and good. But 
where they are not we must find 
ways to have a relationship with 
the people themselves. Primarily 
this must mean that groups 
within the country can identify 
themselves with Americans and 
with American ideals and pur- 
poses. 

“IN LATIN AMERICA the im- 
portant emphasis is on the phil- 
osophic and cultural aspects of 
life. The goal should be groups 


themselves in a common concern 
with both human and economic 
xights. 

“The Communists have bet 
their whole wad on economic de- 
velopment — the economic de- 
terminism of Marx. That is why 
I am convinced that in the end 
they will lose.” 

In this connection, Berle says 
that Adlai Stevenson has a re- 
markable reservoir of good will 
and respect in Latin America. 


His tour of Latin America, which 
was scarcely reported at all in 
the American press, was, accord- 
ing to Berle, a triumph. The 
president of Colombia told Berle 
that the ovation given Stevenson 
in the bull ring at Bogota was 


one of the most remarkable | 
demonstrations he had witnessed. | 


In Berle’s view the economic 
problem cannot be solved in na- 
tionalist terms. He believes that 
the big American corporations 
operating in Latin America are 
in fact international and they 
should recognize this by pooling 
their capital accumulation, with 
part of it assigned to those coun- 
tries from which they derive 
their revenue. He thinks they 
should assign directorships to 
these countries. 


AS ASSISTANT Secretary of

Try Another Road 


Recent international develop- 
ments have been disheartening to 
those who deeply sense the necessi- 
ty for enforceable disarmament 
under world law as the only prac- 
tical answer to the question of sur- 
vival in the nuclear age. 

I am wondering if the problem 
does not lie, in part, in the strategy 
employed. For over a decade we 
have been attempting through di- 
rect negotiation with the Russians 
to make progress toward the goal. 
Acceptance of the Russian demand 
for equal representation on the Dis- 
armament Commission has not 
helped. 

To the despair of mankind, Rus- 
sia has walked out on the negotia- 
tions. . It would appear that the 
Soviet Union has no desire to ne- 
gotiate, but uses these meetings as 
convenient propaganda platforms 
for the continuance of her cold war 
strategy. 

Is there no other avenue open to 
the United States if we sincerely 
desire peace and see the dire ne- 
cessity for it? I believe there is. 
Clinton Rossiter, in a recent article 
in your series on ‘The National 
Purpose,” suggested that the sec- 
ond great mission for America is 
to develop the political institutions 
of peace, just as our forefathers 
shaped the political framework of 
democratic government 170 years 
ago. 

Why do we not begin to shape 
this basic structure of world peace 
through the amending processes of 
the United Nations, in spite of, and 
over and beyond the present recal- 
citrance of the Soviet Union? The 
avenue of United Nations Charter 
Review offers the advantage of pur- 
suing this objective with our allies, 
neutral nations and others, prior to 
the putting of the ultimate question 
to our enemies. 

As general agreement is reached 
among the nations of the free 
world, and as more and more neu- 
tral nations adhere to the general 
plan evolved, increasing World opin-- 
ion and pressure will be placed 
upon the Soviet Union to concur in 
the new Charter proposed, or at 
least to pursue a more agreeable 
attitude in direct negotiations on 
disarmament and nuclear testing 
which may be carried on at the 
game time. 

It should now be clear that the 
political mechanism of disarma- 

thent is necessary before actual 
physical disarmament can begin.

A circuit court grand jury has urged that 
Mrs. Friede, Dyer and Michael J. Hart resign 
“for the good of the Board as a whole and 
the morale of those employed in the school 
system.” Mr. Hart has taken the jury’s ad- 
vice. But the two others are sitting tight. 
The question now is: What is the Board going 
to do about them? 

The Board as a body has no authority to 
expel Mrs. Friede and Dyer, but the remain- 
ing Board members as individuals are em- 
powered to seek their ouster in court. That 
is the way Board Members Daniel Schlafly 
and Louis Antoine went about unseating Dr. 
James J. McCaffery, and that is the way 
Board President H. Lee Bruns and his col- 
leagues ought to proceed against Mrs. Friede 
and Dyer. Under the circumstances it is 
their clear duty to do so. 

For a start, the Board could adopt a resolu- 
tion calling on the two to resign, for the good 
reasons offered in the grand jury’s report. 
Mrs. Friede, for example, used Board crafts- 
men on Board time to work at her home. 
This is stealing, plain and simple, as the jury 
pointed out. Mrs. Friede escaped indictment 
only because of the three-year limitation on 
criminal prosecution. 

In Dyer’s case the jury found that on nu- 
merous occasions he had used School Board 
employes at his home. It assumed that they 
were paid for their services. But many of 
the craftsmen complained they had to give 
up weekends to please him for fear of being 
demoted, suspended or fired. This is an out- 
rageous abuse of power that cannot be con- 
doned. The jury also found Dyer had re- 
ceived political contributions from _ school 
employes. He got $2000 from the custodians’ 
union, although the allocation was never 
voted upon by the rank and file. 

If the Board calls on Mrs. Friede and Dyer 
to resign and, after a suitable interval, they 
decline the invitation, then the other mem- 
bers ought to proceed to seek their ouster | 
in circuit court. To help toward that objec- 
tive, a public expenditure to prosecute the 
lawsuits ought to be authorized. There is 
plenty of precedent for such a procedure, 
although in the absence of help from the rest 
of the Board Mr. Schlafly and Mr. Antoine 
personally have carried the substantial legal 
expenses involved in the ouster of Dr. Mc- 
Caffery and of George Fletcher, the faithless 
Building Commissioner. 

The ouster of Mrs. Friede and Dyer is a 
proper public purpose that should be pub- 
licly financed if such action becomes nec- 
essary. The Board members who bear the 
responsibility for taking action if Mrs. Friede’ 
and Dyer do not resign are:

For Courage 


The Rev. Elijah Lovejoy was an Abolition- 
ist editor who died at the hands of a pro- 
slavery mob in Alton, Ill, in 1837. Hazel 
Brannon Smith is a Mississippi editor, South- 
ern-born and educated, who has won the fifth 
annual Lovejoy award from Southern Illinois 
University. Mrs. Smith’s weekly Lexington 
Advertiser ran into economic boycotts and 
threats from White Citizens Councils at first 
because she criticized a sheriff and then be- 
cause she courageously repulsed the Councils’ 
efforts at intimidation. So the principal con- 
nection between Editor Lovejoy and Editor 
Smith is not their sentiments on racial mat- 
ters, but their stand for freedom of the press. 
The Lovejoy award is for courage, and Mrs. 
Smith earned it. 


Khrushchev Courts Disaster 


Prime Minister Macmillan’s warning that 
the world might slide accidentally into nu- 
clear war if the Soviet Union persists in its 
present foreign policy is all too true. The 
Soviet premier may know what he is doing, 
but as to why, many will be as puzzled as 
Mr. Macmillan, who told Khrushchev in a 
personal message: “I simply do not under- 
stand what your purpose is.” 

Mr. Macmillan knows, of course, that the 
Soviets hope to destroy the United States 
system of foreign bases, but in constantly 
brandishing his missile power Mr. Khrush- 
chev is running the risk that someone will 
be goaded into action. He is like the malcon- 
tent in any stable society, who counts for his 
protection on the very stability he pretends 
to dislike. That is always a gamble. 

We hope the Macmillan message will lend 
extra point to Secretary Herter’s deliberate 
statement, made after a conference with the 
President at Newport, that our Government 
takes a serious view of the Soviet Union’s 
provocative actions and statements of recent 
days. He too professed bewilderment at the 
unrestrained nature of those actions since 
the collapse of the summit conference. 

It is the duty of Western statesmen not to 
be provoked by even the most provocative of 
Soviet propaganda. But Khrushchev would 
do well to remind himself that he also bears 
some responsibility for world affairs. Not 
all the restraint can come from one side. 


The Students Reply 


A group of California students in the San 
Francisco area has protested against FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover’s charge that Com- 
munists led their protest against the House 
Un-American Activities Committee last May. 
In a report by the committee, Mr. Hoover is 
quoted as saying Communists were elated in 
their effort to abolish the committee. 

Press reports last May tend to confirm the 
students’ objection. Though Communists un- 
doubtedly were present, the student demon- 
strations were prompted not by Communists 
but by the actions of the committee itself. It 
controlled its audience at the May hearing 
and refused to permit students to enter the 
hearing room. Earlier, the committee had 
aroused widespread protests by naming more 
than 100 California teachers for questioning 
about alleged subversion, then retreating 
without holding hearings or allowing the 
teachers to defend themselves. The San 
Francisco Chronicle called this “hit-and-run 
tactics.’ Many respected Americans have con- 
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demned the House group. Former President 
Truman told California students last year 
that the committee was “the most un-Ameri- 
can thing in America.” The FBI director. 
may defend the committee if he wishes, but 
he ought to be more careful about reading 
Communist. influence into criticism of a com- 
mittee that has written a record of irrespon- 
sibility in so many places for so many years. 


The Surplus and How It Grew 


» We do not like to be cynical, but we sus- 
pect there is something a little fishy about 
the Administration’s announcement at New- 
port of a budget surplus of $1.1 billions for 
the year ended July 1. The people are told 
that this is entirely due to the remarkable 
feats of economy achieved by the Adminis- 
tration since January, when the prospective 
surplus was only 217 millions. And so it 
must be, if the surplus is real, because reve- 
nues as finally tabulated have not risen, but 
declined somewhat, from the January esti- 
mate. 

But is the surplus real? The reason for 
asking the question is that less than a month 
ago, on June 29, with almost all the figures 
for the then dying fiscal year in hand, the 
Treasury estimated the surplus at 500 mil- 
lions. How can the budget seem to be half 
a billion in the black one day before the end 
of the year, and then, three weeks later, turn 
out to be surprisingly more than a billion 
in the black? Surely not much economy in 
administration could have been achieved 
during one day’s government operations ‘on 
June 30. So the chances are that we are 
dealing here with a statistical rather than 
an administrative phenomenon. 

The Administration is, of course, hyper- 
sensitive on the subject of budget. surpluses, 
and could be expected to be hyper-hypersen- 
sitive on the eve of the Republican national 
convention. For while no Administration has 
preached the gospel of the balanced budget 
more assiduously than this one, the record 
does not conform to the prospectus. 

Out of seven budgets for which this Ad- 
ministration was fully responsible, covering 
the fiscal years ending July 1, 1954, to July 
1, 1960, three have been balanced with a sur- 
plus, and four have shown a deficit. For 
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1959 the deficit reached a peacetime record 
of $12.4 billions. For the whole seven years, 
the Administration has recorded total sur- 
pluses of 4.3 billions and total deficits of 22.4 
billions, a net deficit for the period of 18.1 
billions. 

There were reasons for the deficits. The 
occurred primarily because of two economic 
recessions. Deficits had to be run during the 
recessions in order to help right the econ- 
omy; had surpluses been insisted on, the re- 
cessions would have grown deeper and been 
much harder to overcome. It would be a com- 
fort if some Republican orator would state 
this economic truth, explain it and defend 
it. But we are prepared, instead to be told 
again (and again) that surpluses are gener- 
ated by good little administrations, and defi- 
cits by bad ones. It’s not quite that simple. 


Investigate First 


One thing seems to be quite clear. Police 
Chief Brostron and the Police Board are op- 
posed to an incentive system which gives 
policemen time off or any other special re- 
ward for making arrests. So is the Post- 
Dispatch. 3 

As Chief Brostron correctly says, “Arrests 
must be based on violation of law and not 
on incentives or rewards of extra time or 
extra money. Such a situation would be intol- 
erable and unfair. Certainly it could lead 
to harassment of citizens for the purpose of 
making arrests for making a good record 
for the officer.” 

What is not equally clear is why Chief 
Brostron, after this newspaper published a 
factual account of the time-off incentive sys- 
tem in the Carondelet police district, rushed 
into print with a charge of “erroneous facts” 
and “false impressions,” and the statement 
that “no such situation has ever been author- 
ized, and no such system exists.” 

Two days later, Chief Brostron admits that 
such a system did exist. He says he person- 
ally did not authorize it, and we are prepared 
to believe him on that. He says it was discon- 
tinued before he became Chief last January; 
we do not believe that it was. In any case, 
why did he not ascertain the facts before 
rejecting our report of them? We always 
thought Chief Brostron was a cut above the 

administrative small-mindedness which reacts 
to unwelcome truths only by denying them. 

The Chief says he regrets any misunder- 
standing, and has the whole matter under 
investigation. Next time, he would be well 
advised to investigate first. 


A Crucial Test Passed 


Successful firings of two Polaris missiles 
from a submerged submarine on the first 
attempt are the most encouraging develop- 
ment in American weaponry in a long time. 
This was a crucial test and doubly successful 
since the rocket reached its target 1100 miles 
away. With these eighteenth and nineteenth 
successful shots among 26 test firings of 
various kinds this year, it seems certain the 
Navy can keep its promise to have the Polaris 
operational before the year ends. 

The timetable in effect four years ago set 
1963 for operational Polaris submarines. But 
in December, 1957, the Pentagon ordered a 
speedup. Although the shots on Wednesday 
were research and development firings there 


seems good ground for believing the Polaris’ 


is now practically a reality. Like all missiles 
it has been a gamble as well as a costly 
venture. 

More than $2,800,000,000 has been poured 
into the Polaris and nuclear submarine pro- 
gram since 1956. Last month Congress added 
another $1,234,000,000 for fiscal 1961. In 
doing so, Congress showed that it put a 
higher value on the Polaris system than did 
the Administration since.the appropriation 
was $394,000,000 more than President Eisen- 
hower had requested. It is difficult to see 
how the Administration can avoid releasing 
these extra funds in the face of such encour- 
aging tests. 

The Polaris and the nuclear submarine 
appear certain to team up as the least vul- 
nerable of the deterrent weapon systems. 


The Democrats have a certain euphony 
about their ticket; if nothing else.

“soft” retaliatory forces may 
become very strong. 

Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
has threatened to attack any 
bases from which United States 
aircraft take off to fly over 
Soviet territory. He does not dif- 
ferentiate between an acciden- 
tal overflight and an intentional 
one. 


The United States has replied 
that it will respond to such an 
attack on bases of our allies in 
accordance with our obligations 
to them. In other words, the 
United States would retaliate 
against the Soviet Union. 


WILL KHRUSHCHEV back 
down if an accident occurs? 

Soviet Ambassador Arkady A. 
Sobolev told the United Nations 
that the ‘‘Soviet people will not 
remain indifferent if an armed 
intervention is undertaken 
against Cuba . . . The Soviet 
Union, using its military might 
will assist Cuba if Cuba asks for 
assistance.”” * 

What if the emotional Castro 
wants to force a catalytic war 
and deliberately forces United 
States intervention by turning 
loose his gangs on Americans in 
Cuba? Can the United States 
permit them to be killed, beaten 
and robbed and not protect 
them? If the United States does 
intervene for this purpose, will 
the Soviet Union also intervene? 

In The Congo, the Soviets have 
created q similar situation by 
promising to -send troops at 


Premier Patrice Lumumba’s re- 
quest to help drive the Belgians 
out. If Khrushchev intervenes 
in spite of the presence of United 
Nations troops, will the western 
powers stand idly by and not 
help Belgium? 

The United States has made 
commitments of a different na- 
ture that it will have difficulty 
keeping. The Monroe Doctrine 
can be in opposition at some 
time in the future to the Organi- 
zation of American States, or to 
the United Nations, or in Cuba 
to the Soviet Union. 


THE UNITED STATES has 
treaty commitments, alliances or 
obligations to South Viet Nam, 
Laos, Thailand, Pakistan and 
Iran to assist against aggression. 
It has not provided the military 
means to do this in the form of 
air transport and ready ground 
forces. The obligations that have 
been assumed can only be met 
by nuclear retaliation. This is 
not a credible threat and invites 
a test of our intentions. 

Khrushchev has said that only 
a madman would intentionally 
start a war today, but his be- 
havior since the U-2 incident 
casts doubt on his stability. Pos- 
sibly there is a human aberra- 
tion involved. 

In the discussion of human 
aberrations, the Mershon study is 
concerned primarily with mental 
breakdowns on the command and 
operational level of the armed 
forces that might result in the 
release of a nuclear weapon. The 
study reports that 10 of 12 psy- 
chiatrists with military experi- 
ence whose opinions were sought 
believed that the problem of 
human aberrations in relation to 
modern weapons systems was 
serious enough to warrant exten- 
sive consideration. 

The study concluded that the 
chance of a defense system acci- 
dent during the next 10 years 
was possibly one In 100. This is

The February concentration for 
the St. Louis milk shed was 18.8 
micromicrocuries per liter of 
milk, compared with 21.8 mmc. 
in January. In December 1959 
the level was 22 mmc. and in 
November, 24 mmc. 

The February level in the St. 
Louis area was exceeded by that 
in Atlanta, Ga., where a concen- 
tration of 19.3 mmc, was re- 
ported. Previously, monthly 
levels of strontium-90 in the St. 
Louis milk shéd had tended to 
be the highest of the 11 test 
areas. 

After Atlanta and St. Louis, 
the February levels were: Spo- 
kane, Wash., 12.8 mmc.; Cincin- 
nati, 11.4; New York, 9.9; Chi- 
cago, 8.6; Austin, Tex., 6.8; Salt 
Overton, Nev., 
5.6: St. George, as 2.2, and 
Sacramento, Calif., 

For the 12-month fone ended 
in February, however, the aver- 
age concentrations were: St. 
Louis, 22.4 mmc.; Atlanta, 16.4; 
Salt Lake City, 7.1; Austin, 6.2; 
St. George, 4.3, 
and Overton, 3.4. |

The Public Health Service also 
released the first figures on a 
study of the strontium-90 content 
of human bones collected from 
the St. Louis area. The figures 


‘showed that the strontium-90 


levels in bones of fetuses and 
stillborn babies in St. Louis was 
somewhat higher than for the 
North American continent as a 
whole. 


Specimens of bone from fetuses | 


or stillborn babies in the St. 
Louis area showed an average of 
1.20 mme. of strontium-90 per 
gram of calcium, compared with 
an average concentration of 0.92 
in 59 bone specimens from 
fetuses or stillbirths elsewhere 
in North America, the PHS said. 

On the other hand, five bone 
specimens from infants up to 
one year old in the St. Louis 
area showed an average of 1.99 
mmc. per gram of calcium, com- 
pared with an average of 2.50 
mmc. in 15 bone specimens from 
the same age group elsewhere 
in North America. 

Other Age Groups. 
For other age groups, the com- 


parative figures were: children | 
1 to 10 years old, an average of | 


1.54 mmc. in St. Louis, 1.66 else- 
where in North America; 11 to 20 
years old, 0.93 mmc. in St. Louis, 
0.84 elsewhere in North America: 
adults over 20, 0.59 mmc. in St. 
Louis, no figures available for 
the rest of the continent. 

The figures for North America 
were obtained from an earlier 
study by the Atomic Energy 
Commission. The PHS emphasiz- 
ed that the number of bone speci- 
mens studied from the St. Louis 
area was too small ‘‘to permit 
firm conclusions.” 


Altogether, 57 specimens of 
bone from the St. Louis area

HAS WHITE AREAS 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (UPI) 
—Scientists have taken the first 
clear photographs of the center 
of a sun spot. The pictures dis- 
closed small white areas less 
than 200 miles in diameter in the 
sun spot, which may be rising 
gas that transmits heat. 

Stratoscope photographs of a 
sun spot. were taken Sept. 24, 
1959, by the Princeton University 
astronomy team, headed by Dr. 
Martin Schwarzschild, in the last 
of a series of balloon-borne ob- 
servations. The first picture was 
made public last night by the 
National Science Foundation. 

Scientists conducting the ex- 
periment loaded the telescope- 
camera with a special film de- 
signed to bring out the charac- 
teristics of the sun spot’s center, 
while ‘“‘washing out’’ the bright, 
gaseous Clouds which surround 
it.

This Is Time 
To Bake a Pie, 
Make Some Jelly

IF THE FRUITS in local mar- 
kets these days don’t tempt you 
to bake a pie or make some 
jelly, we can only conclude that 
you look upon cooking merely as 
a necessity and not as a joy. 


There are gooseberries to be 
baked in a pie (ever notice how 
often men choose it at a cafe- 
teria?); volume is picking up 
and prices are not too high on 
those summer cooking apples 
that make such luscious pies and 
cobblers. 


For jelly making, don’t over- 
look the currants from Michigan. 
Quality is fine and’ cost is low 
enough to use them for this pur- 
pose. 


From the state of Washington 
come apricots which are being 
offered at most attractive prices. 

Blueberries and the gooseber- 
ries previously mentioned are the 
most plentiful berries these days. 
However, blackberries, both 
black and red raspberries, and 
California strawberries are all 
available. 


We are now getting the later 
varieties of peaches, with some 
good freestones coming in from 
various sections. These are of 
excellent quality and color. It 
is interesting to note that many 
of the newer varieties of peaches 
are proving highly satisfactory. 


Sweet Bing cherries from the 
Northwest are being offered at 
fair prices; some sour cherries 
also are coming to market. 


Early California Bartlett pears 
have started to arrive; prices 
range from moderate to high but 
should gradually decline as sup- 
plies increase. Predictions are 
for an excellent crop. 


Prices are steady on the best 
quality bananas; California’s val- 
encia oranges, although excellent 
in flavor, are expensive. Limes 
remain a citrus bargain. 


If you enjoy Thompson seed- 
less grapes, now is your hour. 
The Arvin district of California, 
famous for its fine grapes, is 
shipping and those coming to 
market uphold the proud boast 
of this growing area.

frankfurters. Just by cooking the 
potatoes and franks in, prepared 
Italian salad dressing the dish 
gains new flavor and interest. 


It’s a particularily easy meal to 
prepare on a hot summer day, 
since it is all cooked in a single 
skillet. 


Hot Potato Salad 
and Franks. 


Five cups sliced hot cooked po- 
tatoes. 

One-half cup chopped onion. 

One-half cup prepared Italian 
salad dressing. 

One-third cup water. 

One pound franks, sliced one- 
half inch thick. 

Two tablespoons chopped pars- 
ley. 

Saute onion in Italian dressing 
until soft but not brown in a 10- 
inch skillet. Add water, potatoes, 
franks and parsley; mix care- 
fully to keep potatoes from break- 
ing. Cover and cook until well 
heated, five to 10 minutes, stir- 
ring carefully two or three times. 


Yield: six servings. 


No collection of frankfurter 
recipes would be complete with- 
out one which combined franks 
with baked beans, so here is that 
classic for picnic or Saturday 
supper: 


Frankfurter-Baked Bean 
Casserole. 


Twelve frankfurters (about one 
and one-half pounds). 

One can (one pound 15 ounces) 
baked beans. 

One-half cup catsup. 

Two tablespoons prepared mus- 
tard. 

One-fourth cup brown sugar. 

One tablespoon finely chopped 
onion. 

Two slices bacon, chopped. 


Combine beans, catsup, mus- 
tard, brown sugar, onion and 
bacon. Cut four frankfurters into 
one-half inch slices and add to 
mixture. Pour into a two-quart 
casserole. 


Cut remaining frankfurters in 
half crosswise and place on top 
of beans, making a sunburst de- 
sign. 

Cover and bake in a moderate 
oven (350 degrees) 30 minutes. 
Remove cover and continue bak- 
ing 15 minutes. 


Yield: six servings. 


FOR PATIO PARTIES, it is 
fitting that canapes should be as 
informal as the rest of the menu. 
Keep the pretty, dainty appetiz- 
ers for fancy parties and let the 
frank take over for pre-barbecue 
nibbling in such combinations as 
these. 

Snack Stacks: thinly slice skin- 
less frankfurters. Form sand-

Relishes 


WHILE SUMMER’S bounty 
fills the markets, it’s a good idea 
to make a few jars of relish to 
brighten meals next autumn and 
winter. There’s something satis- 
fying about making homemade 
relish, and surely it brings a 
heartwarming touch to the table 
when it is served. 


This one is a mediey of many 
vegetables: 


Succotash Relish. 


Seven cups corn. 

Four cups green beans. 

One cup celery. 

One and one-half cups onion. 

One cup sweet red pepper. 

Four tablespoons salad oil. 

Four tablespoons flour. 

Two tablespoons powdered dry 
mustard. 

Two teaspoons tumeric. 

One-half cup water. 

Three and one-half to four cups 
vinegar. 

One and one-half cups sugar. 

One tablespoon celery seed. 

Four or five drops tabasco 
sauce, 

One and one-half tablespoons 
salt. 

One clove garlic. 


Cover corn with boiling water. 
Boil three minutes. Drain. Cool, 
cut (do not scrape) from cob 
and measure. 


Cut beans into small pieces. 
Measure, cover with boiling wa- 
ter. Boil five minutes. Drain. 
Chop and measure onion, pepper 
and celery. 


Pour salad oil into kettle, add 
flour, mustard and tumeric. Mix. 
Add water a little at a time and 
stir until smooth. Add three cups 


vinegar and cook until mixture 
coats spoon. 


Add vegetables and other in- 
gredients except remaining vine- 
gar. Cook over low heat for 20 
minutes. If sauce becomes too 
thick (it should be ‘runny’’) add 
more vinegar. 


Pour hot relish into sterilized 
half-pint or pint jars. Put lid on 
jar, screw band tight. 

Process pints 15 minutes, half- 
pints 10 minutes in boiling-water 
bath. 


A simpler relish is this one 
combining red peppers, green 
peppers, onions and cabbage. 


Pepper Relish. 


Twelve red peppers. 

Twelve green peppers. 

Four medium-sized onions. 
One small cabbage. 

Two cups sugar. 

Two cups vinegar. 

Two tablespoons salt. 

One tablespoon celery salt. 
Split peppers and remove 


seeds. Coarsely chop peppers, 
onions and cabbage. Cover with 
boiling water and let stand for 
five minutes. Drain. 

Cover again with boiling water 
and let stand for 10 minutes. 
Drain. Combine remaining ingre- 
dients and boil 10 minutes, Add 
vegetables and cook for 40 min- 
utes. Pack in hot sterlized jars 
and seal. 

Yield: three pints. 

Home-made chili sauce is a 
favorite in many households, 


Chili Sauce. 


Four quarts (24 to 28 medium- 
sized) peeled and chopped to 
matoes. 

Two cups chopped sweet red 
pepper. 

Two cups chopped onion. 

One hot pepper chopped. 

Two tablespoons celery seed. 

One tablespoon mustard seed. 

One bay leaf. 

One teaspoon whole cloves. 

One teaspoon ground ginger. 

One teaspoon ground nutmeg.

The investigators were ex- 
pected to present their findings 
to the OAS council, possibly ear- 
ly next week. Sources said the 
council was 1likély to call a meet- 
ing of the 21 inter-American for- 
eign ministers to consider the re- 


port. 

The OAS council set up the in- 
vestigating committee after Ven- 
ezuela charged that the Domin- 
ican Republic had a part in the 
assassination attempt. Betan- 
court escaped with minor inju- 
ries. His defense minister was 
seriously hurt and two members 
of his party were killed. 

It was disclosed yesterday that 
the Dominican Republic had 
asked the OAS to look into what 
it termed war threats by Venezu- 
ela. 

The Dominican Republic said 
Betancourt and his lieutenants 
had threatened to move against 
the Dominican Republic if the 
OAS did not take action.

BRITISH DEFENSE 
TIES WITH U. 9.

LONDON, July 21. — Britain 
would find it ‘‘fatal’’ to alter its 
defense policies in accord with 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev’s 
“‘orowls or smiles’’ Secretary of 


State for War Christopher | 
Soames told the House of Com- 


mons last night. 

Soames vigorously defended 
the government’s policies after 
a debate which in Britain’s mili- 
tary interdependence with the 
United States survived opposi- 
tion criticism. 


The debate, ostensibly on the | 


government’s defense policy, 


was devoted largely to criticism | 


by the Labor party of that 
policy’s reliance on strategic ar- 
rangements with the United 
States. 


The Labor party’s motion to 
reduce the Ministry of Defense 
expenditure by a toker! sum of 
$2,800 was defeated, 316 to 230. 

Motion Blames U.S. 

The tendency to blame the 
United States for Britain’s de- 
fense problems and for the trou- 
bled state of the world was re- 
flected in a motion entitled 
*“‘American responsibility for 
world tension”’ offered last night 
by Emrys Hughes, Labor party 
member. 

The motion said the Commons 
would welcome an announcement 
that Prime Minister Macmillan, 
having written Khrushchev, had 
now written President Eisen- 
hower to sav that a considerable 
number of Britons ‘“‘believe that 
American policy has also con- 
tributed to the increase in world 
tension”? and would welcome as- 
surance that the United States 
is willing to adopt a foreign 
policy leading to an understand- 
ing with the Soviet Union. 

George Brown and Denis 
Healey, Labor’s principal speak- 
ers in the debate, criticized the 
government for relving on the 
American Sky Bolt. This missile, 
which will be launched from 
bombers, is to be bought by 
Britain in the United States and 
fitted with a British nuclear war- 
head here. 

Brown charged that the Sav 
Bolt does not exist, that no one 
knows what it would be like 
when it was manufactured and 
that ‘‘the Americans have not 
bought it.” 

Brown demanded that the gov- 
ernment conclude ‘‘a compre- 
hensive” agreement with the 
United States providing for “‘ef- 
fective British share in the con- 
trol of the operations’? of United 
States aircraft from bases in 
this country. 

Refused Polaris 

Healey said the government 
had adopted:defense policies that 
would wreck the solidarity of 
the Atlantic alliance. 

Labor member. Reginald _ T. 
Paget said that the United States 
had refused to supply the Polaris 
submarine missile to Britain. 

Defense Minister Harold 
Watkinson replied by repeating 
government defense pians al- 
ready made known in a white 
paper. The Sky Bolt, he said, 
will be available when Britain 
needs it and will remain an ef- 
fective contribution to the nu- 
clear deterrent until 1970. Its 
first flying trials, he disclosed, 
will take place next spring. 

Watkinson did not directly an- 
swer the charge that Britain had 
asked for the Polaris and had 
been refused. The most he would 
say was that “excellent liaison” 
existed between the two gov- 
ernments. 

Soames told Commons of a 
program for reducing, streamlin- 
ing and re-equipping the Terri- 
torial Army, the British equival- 
ent of America’s National Guard. 

Under the plan: many Terri- 
torial Army headquarters would 
be consolidated with regular 
Army headquarters and the num- 
ber of major fighting units 
would be cut from 266 to 195. 


LIGHTS OUT FOR BIG SPENDER 


WARSAW, July 21 (AP)—Jerzy 
Moycho, chief of the financial 
section of a Warsaw light bulb 
factory, was a lavish spender.

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3 ATLAS BASES 
NEARLY READY 
DESPITE DELAYS 


CHEYENNE, Wyo., July 21. 
()—The Air Force is building 
the free world’s largest missile 
installation near here and hopes 
to be ready to fire intercon- 
tinental weapons in a few weeks. 


The program for three Atlas 
squadrons has been delayed for 
a variety of reasons and is a 
month or two off schedule, but 
plans now call for the first ‘unit 
to be turned over to the Strate- 
gic Air Command, ready for op- 
eration, in a month or so. 


The second squadron will be- 
come operational some weeks 
later. The third will be activated 
in October, but will not be op- 
erational until a date yet to be 
announced. 


When all three are activated, 
there will be 24 nuclear-armed, 
§500- mile-range Atlases on 
launching pads at 13 sites in 
three states within a 60-mile 
radius of Francis E. Warren Air 
Force Base. 


‘Soft’ Installation 


The first squadron is to be a 
“soft” installation, with its six 
missiles vulnerable to atomic at- 
tack. 


The second will employ ‘‘cof- 
fin’’ launchers for its nine mis- 
siles and be partly underground. 

The third will house its nine 
missiles in a ‘‘hard’’ buried 
launching site known as a ‘“‘silo,”’ 
believed to be virtually invulner- 
able to anything except a direct 
hit. 

Col. William S. Rader is com- 
mander of the Thirteenth Air 
Division which includes two 
strategic missile wings, the 706th 
here and the 703rd which is to 


mount two Titan squadrons at 


Denver. 
Col. George T. Chadwell com- 


'mands the 706th wing whose 
three squadrons, in order of their 


planned readiness, are the 564th 
squadron with six missiles on 
two sites of three pads each 21 
miles northwest of Cheyenne, 
the 565th with nine missiles on 
three sites of three pads each 
about 20 miles northeast, south- 
east and southwest of here, and 
the 549th with nine improved 
Atlases with self-contained iner- 
tial guidance. 


_ A single launching center will 
handle all the 594th’s missiles, 
dispersed at sites near Kimball, 
Neb., Fort Collins and Greeley, 
| Colo., and in Wyoming near 
Chugwater, Granite Canyon, 
' Hawk Springs, Laramie and Pine 
| Blof. ’ 


Transportation Problem ~~ 
One of the problems peculiar 
‘to this installation is that of 
transportation of command per- 
_sonnel. Rader said that Chad- 
well will have to travel 1136 
' miles to visit all the crews at 
the 706th wing’s missile sites. 
| This problem will not arise at 
later installations which are 
planned for bases with airfields, 
where the squadrons’ weapons 
will be partly plane-borne and 
partly pad-launched. 

The transportation problem 
also complicates the question of 
the length of duty for the crews. 
'Col. Willis Burrill, director of 
|the weapons system for the 
| 706th, said the unit is trying out 
24-hour and even 48-hour shifts

| load. 
| Shift in Responsibility 
| In Omaha, secretary of the Air 
Force C. Dudley Sharp said the

With greater emphasis On Op- 
erational site activation, Sharp

NEW YORK, July 21 (AP) 
ALL RED-BLOODED CITIZENS will “rise to protest the 
attack that has been made on the noble comforter, the pipe. 

It is an American institution. It is a source of calm, 
beneficence and peace. It is a well of inspiration and a 
thing of beauty. 

Those who know the finer joys of tobacco are the pipe- 
smokers. A pipe is a steady companion and friend, a faithful 
counselor. 

Let it be said, at the outset, that the pipe is an ancient 
bulwark of culture; the cigar and cigarette relatively modern 
upstarts. 

The pipe is an instrument of gracious esteem. It receives 
care and affection. It is a thing of permanence, value and 
distinction. 

You do not devour, or inhale the smoke of a pipe. You 
savour it. 

I. imparts a temperate outlook in the spirit of 
its user—an awareness that the blessings of life 
should not be abused, that they reserve respect and 
concern.

Facts About Aspirin 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“I’VE READ A LOT about aspirin and how it helps nearly 
all ailments under the sun, even diabetes. I also have read 
that you have to be careful if you have stomach ulcers. Why? 
I have a gastric ulcer and take from two to six aspirins a 
day. MRS. R.L.” 

You didn’t read the first part of that in this column. There 
is no drug that is ‘“‘good for what ails you, regardless.” When 
too many extravagant claims are made for a treatment or 
medicine, watch out! 


Still, aspirin, after all these years, is one of the 
truly remarkable discoveries. It is an anti-inflam- 
matory drug, and as such it is one of the best we have 
ever found for arthritis. It eases the pain of a tooth- 
ache, headache or badly stubbed toe. In inflammatory 
conditions, it has no equal, perhaps, in combined 
safety and effectiveness. 


But for diabetes? It doesn’t do any good as regards 
diabetes itself, although in the many variations or complica- 
tions which can occur, there may be some in which aspirin 
is of use. There may be aspects of many diseases in which 
aspirin has a helpful role. 

As to gastric ulcers—well, in some people aspirin can 
prove to be irritating to the stomach. For some patients, it 
may cause stomach upsets even though ulcers are not present. 

Thus even such a dependable drug as aspirin won't act 
with one person in the same way it acts with another. Or, 
for ordinary use, we virtually all can take aspirin for a 
headache. Yet when it comes to taking it continually, and in 
some quantity, we must watch out for the fact that some 
people will have stomach upsets. Some, not all. 


If an ulcer is present in the stomach or duodenum 
there is that much more chance that the aspirin may 
irritate. And, of course, the big aim in treating ulcers 
is to prevent irritation, There is no way to be sure in 
advance whether the aspirin is likely to irritate. The 


only thing we can do is proceed cautiously and 
watchfully. 


All this is a good example of what we mean when we 
Say that medications should be taken under your doctor's 
supervision. People often wonder why, if a certain drug is 
*‘good” for whatever the condition may be, they can’t simply 
take the drug without a doctor’s help. 

It is the exception that is important, the patient who runs 
into trouble with the drug, whatever it is. The person who 
reacts other than in average fashion is the one who needs 
our closest attention, 


*‘Dear Dr. Molner: 

“WHAT WOULD CAUSE fingernails to curl down when 
they start to grow? Could this be caused by biting when a 
youngster?

Principal cause of such curling is a thickening 

of the nail and a disturbance in the nail bed. It

hygiene are among the likely causes. It can occur in 
the fingernails, and biting the nails could be a factor, 


I dare say. Sometimes, however, the cause is hered- 
itary. 


“DEAR DR. MOLNER: Around my neck and under my. 
arms I find little growths of skin coming out, and when I wear 
beads or a chain they become irritated. Is there any medicine 
that would burn them off?—M.G. 

Little outgrowths of the outer layer of skin, called 
papillomas, are not uncommon in some individuals at 

the age of about 50 or so. They are not malignant. 

Any medicine that would burn them off would involve 

dangers, scarring in particular. See a dermatologist.

All champion- 
ships are determined today 
through the medium of duplicate 
bridge. The reason is obvious. 
The luck element is reduced to 
a minimum, since all contestants 
play exactly the same hands.

It does not matter much that 
you may hold a succession of 
poor hands in a duplicate. If 
this happens, your results on 
those hands are compared with 
those of other players who held 
the very same bad cards. The 
trick is to lose less with the 
poor hands and gain more with 
the good hands than the other 
contestants who hold the same 
cards. 


But luck is a factor, never- 
theless, in some deals. It is 
easily possible for a pair to bid 
a hand incorrectly, arrive at the 
wrong contract, and yet come 
up with the best result. The 
same observation can be made 
about the play of the cards. 
However, wrong bids and wrong 


| plays catch up with a pair even- 


tually, and are not, obviously, 
the road to success over a long 
period of time. 


This deal occurred in the 
match between Italy and the 
United States in 1959. When the 
American pair (Fry and Lazard) 
held the North-South cards, they 
quickly reached four hearts. 


The singleton club was led. 
Lazard won with the ace, and 
realizing the danger of a club 
ruff, led the ace and another 
heart, refusing to attempt the 
neart finesse. But West took the 
king, played the ace and an- 
other diamond, and defeated the 
contract when East returned a 
club for West to ruff. 

It was an unlucky hand for 
the Americans. The combina- 
tion of a 4-1 club break, a club 
lead, the king of hearts offside, 
and other factors, brought about 
declarer’s downfall. Good bid- 
ding and good play did not pay 
off, 


At the other table, Avarelli and 
Belladonna, playing the highly 
artificial Roman Club system, 
stopped, surprisingly enough, at 
two hearts.. South bid a spade, 
North a notrump, South two 
hearts, and that was the end of 
the bidding.

Flying Saucers Are Back With a Bang 


Fact or Fiction, Subject Makes Interesting Reading in New Book by Retired Marine Major By Sheilah Graham

“IT WAS NIGHT, and the 
plane was in routine flight with 
Capt. at the con- 
trols. With a sudden, blinding 
flash, something exploded near 
the transport.. To the startled 
pilot, it was like an anti-air- 
craft shell, except that the burst 
was a brilliant blue-green. 

“As the strange glow faded, 
the radarman hastily reported 
to the captain: Some unknown 
flying object was maneuvering 
out in the night. Hurriedly Capt. 

fired a red-green 
challenge flare. As it shot up- 
ward, he and the crew gazed 
out, searching the darkness. 

“After an interval, a red light 
streaked across the sky, like 
an answering flare. But the taut- 
ly watching men. could see 
nothing else. Below, there was 
no sign of a vessel from which 
a shell or a flare could have 
come. 

“‘Again, the radar operator re- 
ported a maneuvering UFO. 
Then for the second@ime some- 
thing exploded to one side of the 
plane. As the blue-green lumi- 
nescence died out, Capt. — — — 
quickly ordered a check of the 
transport. So far, there was no 
damage. He gazed again into the 
darkness. Was something trying 
to hit them — or was this some 
kind of warning? 

“There was no sign of a ma- 
chine which could have launched 
the exploding objects. Was it 
possible that those radar- 
tracked UFOs were unmanned 
devices, exploded near the plane 
by remote control? 

“Once more a red flare made 
an arc above the unarmed trans- 
port. Then the radarscope went 
blank. Though the alarmed crew 
kept watch through the night, 
there were no more mysterious 
explosions.” 

Fiction? Fantasy? Not at all, 
reports Maj. Donald E. Keyhoe, 
director of the National Investi- 
gations Committee on Aerial 
Phenomena, a civilian organi- 
zation. It’s a description of a 
flight over the western Pacific, 
between Hawaii and Japan, by 
a United States Air Force plane, 
based on an Air Force intelli- 
gence report. 

With the recent release of his 
book, ‘‘Flying Saucers: Top Se- 
cret,”” by Maj. Keyhoe, retired 
Marine, flying saucers are back 
with a bang. Whether called 
saucers or UFOs — unidentified 
flying objects — they make in- 
teresting reading. 

For several years, Maj. Key- 
hoe has been fighting a battle 
for removal of restrictions on 
information about flying saucers. 
He’s by far the most outspoken 
proponent of the theory that they 


Reasons

WHY ARE so many people 
tired? Is it because they are 
physically exhausted, or because 
they are mentally exhausted? 
Are they burdened with fatigue 
or from stagnation? It is com- 
monly assumed that everyone 
has a certain reservoir of power, 
with a meter attached; just as 
the gasoline gauge runs down 
as we drive the car, so too our 
energy and power decline as we 
use it. This indeed is true, and 
to deny it would be to fly in the 
face of one of the elementary 
laws of physics. 

But the answer is not quite 
that simple. Our modern world 
is troubled less with physical 
exhaustion than it is with nerve 
fatigue. The®loss is not only in 
the physical order, but also in 
the psychic. The reasons are 
the following: 

1. Most people have no goal 
or purpose in life. If there’ is 
no reason for living, there is 
not much use in living. The 
want of an over-all destiny, be- 
yond that of the daily round of 
pleasures and work, marrying 
and giving in marriage, is the 
basic cause of boredom. Nothing 
bores like economic and mater- 
ial security. Because one is on a 
road that leads nowhere and on 
a ship that has no port, and on 
a plane that has no landing 
field, to escape the fatigue re- 
sulting therefrom, there is left 
nothing but the longing for play, 
protection and indulgence. 


2. A second reason for fa- 
tigue is the weakness of the 
will, Since life has no target, 
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The unidentified flying 


dod exist, and that they probably 
are controlled by occupants of 
other planets or possibly stars. 


It is his contention that the 
Air Force has_ consistently 
blocked the dissemination of 
information about UFOs be- 
cause of a fear that the gen- 
eral population might panic 
if it knew the truth. The offi- 
cial Air Force position, on the 
other hand, is that there is no 
proof that reported saucer 
sightings are other than hallu- 
cinations or phenomena that 
have been explained by known 
terrestrial occurrences. 


Much of Maj. Keyhoe’s cur- 
rent book — he’s had two pub- 
lished previously — emphasizes 
the need for congressional hear- 
ings on UFOs. On several oc- 
casions, he asserts, there have 
been indications that such hear- 
ings would be held. At the last 
moment, he adds, hearings have 
been dropped without explana- 
tion. 

In the course of assembling 
reports for the committee which 
he heads, Maj. Keyhoe has found 
cases going back at least to 1946, 
and covering much of the world. 
They are from a variety of 
sources, military and civilian, 
and are checked out to the satis- 
faction of the committee by its 
own volunteer investigators. 
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object, much larger than the plane, came close enough so that it clearly appeared to 
be a huge metal disk. 


MAJ. DONALD E. KEYHOE 


Members of the committee and 
its executive board include a 
number of former high-ranking 
military officers, and can hard- 
ly be classed as a group of 
crackpots. 


Many of the reports included 
by Maj. Keyhoe give food for 
thought, whether the reader be- 
lieves in flying saucers or not. 

For example, there was the 
account of the Navy transport 
flight in 1956, westbound across

then what is the use of pick- 
ing up bows and arrows? 
Without certitude of destiny, 
there can be no determination 
about the means to attain it. 
If no one believes there is a 
sun in the heavens, no one 
has the will to lift up the 
blinds. 


A distinguished English psy- 
chiatrist has shown the mental 
factor of fatigue resulting from 
loss of ideals and faith. The 
mind having become tired, the 
body follows suit. One argu- 
ment he gives is from hypno- 
tism, where there is a communi- 
cation of an idea to another. In 
their normal condition, men un- 
der experimentation were able 
to lift a weight of 101 pounds. 
When, under hypnotism, they 
were told that they were very 
weak, they could lift only 29 
pounds. One of them, a prize 
fighter, said his arm felt like 
that of a baby. When, however, 
they were influenced under hyp- 
notism to believe that they were 
strong, their average weight 
lifting amounted to 142 pounds. 
The stimulus of a great inspira- 
tion increased their physical 
powers by about 50 per cent. 


The other experiment was to 
have a man flex his finger with 
a weight attached, until he was 
too exhausted to do so any more. 
If, however, the nerve to the 
finger was stimulated by an elec- 
trics current, without giving time 
for the fatigue to pass off, the 
finger continued to flex. In other 
words, the fatigue did not origi- 
nate in the finger, muscle, or 
nerve, but in the will. 


Granted, however, ‘the real- 
ity of physical fatigue, it is 
important to stress the psy- 
chological factor of fatigue in 
minds that know not why they 
are here, or where they are 
going. Where there is a sense 
of calling, or vocation, or a 
deep passionate love of a 
cause, fatigue does not come 
so quickly. 


It is far thore boring to sit 
next to a dull person for an hour 
than to spend three hours in the 
company of a brilliant and in- 
teresting  conversationalist. 
Where thére is physical fatigue. 
there must be rest; but where 
there is mental fatigue, for the 
reasons mentioned above, there 
must not be escapism from dis- 
covering the meaning of life. 


Dr. J. Arthur Hadfield, draw- 
ing upon his phychiatric experi- 
ence, puts it: “Speaking as a 
student of phychiatry who, as 
such, has no concern with the- 
ology, I am convinced that the 
Christian religion is one of the 
most valuable and potent influ- 
ences that we possess for pro- 
ducing that harmony and peace 
of mind, and that confidence of 
soul which is needed to bring 
health and power to a large pro- 
portion of nervous patients. In 
some cases, I have attempted 
to cure nervous patients with 
suggestions of quietness and con- 
fidence, but without success un- 
til I have linked these sugges- 
tions on to faith in the power o? 
God which is the substance of 
the Christian’s confidence and 
hope. Then the patient has be- 
come strong.” 


Marriage Needs More Than Love

CUPID WON’T like this. 


A noted anthropologist claims 
‘more marriages have been 


wrecked on the treacherous 


shoals of romantic love than on 
any of the other isles of illusion.” 

Dr. M. F. Ashley Montagu at- 
tacked romantic love when an- 
alyzing the causes of divorce at 
the first annual conference of 
Parents Without Partners, an or- 
ganization in which divorced par- 
ents get together to discuss mu- 
tual problems. 

“One of the principal things 
that is surely wrong is the ro- 
mantic conception of love, that 
ferment and fret which catches 
sO many in its net,’”’ he said. 


- Dr. Montagu is a visiting 
lecturer at Harvard and for- 
mer head of the Rutgers Uni- 
versity Department of Anthrop- 
ology. Among books to his 


credit are “The Meaning of 
Love” and “The Natural Su- 
periority of Women.” 


‘A MARRIAGE does not have 
to be a romance in order to be 
a happy success,” he said. ‘‘Ro- 
mances are novels, works of the 
imagination. 

“Too many marriages are en- 
tered into with too much imagi- 
nation and too little understand- 
ing of the realities involved. 
There is also the widespread 
and erroneous identification of 
sex with love, especially by the 
male in western society.” 

Dr. Montagu said love—for 
the male—consists largely of a 
series of disturbances produced 
by the perception of a physically 
attractive female. 

“This is not a good basis upon 
which to enter into the marriage 
relationship for the simple rea- 
son that physical charms have a 
way of palling after a time. 

“And if there is not enough 
else to deepen the involvement 
of the male, he is rapidly likely 


to begin evidencing the symp- 
toms of uninvolvement.”’ 

But love to the female in the 
western world is a very differ- 
ent thing,’’ Dr. Montagu said. 


“The difference,” he said, 
“has never been better ex- 
pressed than by Byron.” The 
romantic poet put it this way: 
*“‘Man’s love is of man’s life a 
thing apart; ’tis woman’s 
whole existence.”

WESTBROOK, Conn., July 21. 

AS USUAL after a political convention, rumors of every 
kind are flying around concerning last week’s Democratic 
meeting in Los Angeles, and one of them had it that I left 
Los Angeles on Thursday because I would not sit on the 
same platform as Senator John Kennedy. 

What utter and complete nonsense! 

I had made my travel reservations for Thursday 

and Friday before the convention opened, and when 
the first ballot brought Senator Kennedy’s nomination, 
I thought it best to keep my Thursday reservations 
and come home then, since whenever I am gone for 
more than a day my desk becomes so loaded with 
correspondence that it is truly terrifying to face. 


There are always: innumerable obligations, too, that I 
should fulfill if I am at home and can do so. Going away 
just adds to my burden of work when I come home, so 
staying in Los Angeles for what would have been pleasant 
but perfunctory meetings did not seem very sensible to me. 


I WANT TO THANK the many people. who sent telegrams 
to me before the Democratic convention in support of Adlai 
Stevenson. They will understand that it is impossible for 
me to thank them personally. 

All the messages were given to the Stevenson head- 
quarters before the nomination. Those sent afterward were 
forwarded to Senator Mike Monroney’s office in Washington 
so that, if in his judgment Mr. Stevenson would like them 
in his records, they could go to him. 

It would be equally impossible for two busy men 
such as Senator Monroney and Mr. Stevenson to 
acknowledge all those messages I sent along to the 
Senator’s office, or those they received personally, 
so I wish to tell everyone how grateful I am for 
their kind words and how much I wish we had been 
able to register more effectively what I feel was a 
movement of the people. 


While I am happy that so much spontaneous affection 
and appreciation was shown for Mr. Stevenson’s qualities 
of statesmanship, I cannot help feeling rather relieved that 
he will not have to head the campaign against Vice President 
Richard Nixon. This will not be a pleasant campaign, and 
in many ways I feel that Senator Kennedy is better fitted 
to organize and plan it. 

Because of Gov. Nelson Rockefeller’s position, the Repub- 
lican convention in Chicago will be more interesting than 
was indicated, but I don’t think it will command the attention 
that the Democrats managed to hold for so many days 
in Los Angeles.

Cool Desserts fo 


By Hoyt Alden 


DESSERT HAS BECOME a 
bad word. Most people are in- 
clined to blame the situation on 
the general fear of avoirdupois, 
but some of the blame might go 
to the low state of desserts in 
the world today. 

There’s an old joke about the 
traveling man who asked the 
waitress what kind of pie was 
available. ‘‘Constarch,” she said. 
“What flavor you want?” This 
is a slight exaggeration, but how 
many times in restaurants have 


you heard the sad refrain, ‘‘We © 


got peach pie, apple pie, cherry 
pie and ice cream; chocolate or 
vanilla.’”’ And that’s it. 

It’s pretty much the same 
around home. “It’s a _ funny 
thing,” says the Little Woman, 
who is on a diet herself, ‘‘but my 
husband got tired of apple pie 


so I whipped him up a lovely , 


tapioca pudding, and you know 
he hardly touched it.”’ 

Now here’s something Friend 
Husband would not only touch, 
he would fondly embrace, It’s 
called Borgia Peaches, and it’s 
no trick at all. 


MASH WELL enough peeled 
ripe peaches to fill half a large 
glass. The gourmets crack open 
a couple of the peach stones, 
grind the kernels and add that. 
You can get pretty much the 
same effect by adding a little 
Kirsch or maraschino. 

Then fill the glass to the top 
with good sherry. Stir it well. 
Put a cover on it and let it stay 
for. a day in a cool place. Then 
set before Friend Husband a 
bowl of sliced peaches. Pour the 
peach and sherry mixture over 
them, and see what happens. 


AN EXCELLENT dessert for 
hot weather is a cantaloupe af- 
fair, made like this: 

Cut off the bud end of a can- 
taloupe so it will stand up. Now 
cut a good-sized trap door on 
the other end. Take out the 
seeds, and then scoop out melon 
balls with a melon ball scoop. 
Put the balls in a bowl and mix 
them with some diced fresh ripe 
pineapple, a cup of banana 
slices and a few maraschino 
cherries. Then put the mixture 
back in the cantaloupe, sprinkle 
it with sugar and—here’s the big 
moment — pour in three jiggers 
of cointreau. Put the lid back 
on. Seal it with butter and put 
it in the refrigerator. Serve it 
when it’s well chilled.

the sundae, can be turned into 
something special, like this: 

Drain a nine-ounce can of 
crushed pineapple.

Let it cool, then stir in the pine- 
apple, along with, a jigger of 
creme de menthe. Mix it up, 
serve it over ice cream, and 
watch the looks of pleasure and 
surprise.

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erate oven for about 40 minutes. 
Just before you serve them, pour 
some brandy in a soup ladle, add 
a couple of lumps of sugar and 
set it aflame.’ Pour the flaming 
brandy over the pears and serve 
them up. 


HERE’S A TRICK that can be 
done with either muskmelon or 
watermelon, and a very good 
trick it is. Plug the stem end 
of a melon — about an inch 
square — and fill it with wine. 
Not just any wine, however. 
Marsala or sherry for musk- 
melon, cognac or champagne for 
watermelon. 

After you add the wine, put 
the plug back and chill the melon 
thoroughly. It isn’t worth a darn 
unless it’s good and cold. Then 
serve it with vanilla sugar, which 
is made by keeping a couple of 
vanilla beans in a tightly covered 
jar of sugar. 


THE FOOL is a simple but de- 
licious dessert. The dish came 
from England, was originally 
spelled fouille. One of the most 
popular is raspberry fool, made 
like this: 

Mix two pounds of raspberries 
with three quarters of a pound 
of sugar. Leave it for 24 hours, 
and then put it through a sieve. 
Chill it thoroughly, then stir in 
a pint of thick cream, and serve. 
Strawberry fool is made the 
same way, and both can be 
made with frozen fruit, which 
only has to thaw, then pulped 
and mixed as above. 


THEN THERE IS zabaglione, a 
fine way to finish any meal. Put 
six egg yolks in a double boiler 
and heat them over boiling 
water. Using half an egg shell, 
measure six half shells of sugar 
and six half shells of either Mar- 
sala. or sweet sherry. Add the
